First II o m en o f the Sta g e. 


Entil th e y ear 1661 actresses h ad not 
been p erm itted to ap p ear up on th e E n­ 
glish stage*, th eir p arts being h eretofore 
“rep resented by men in th e1 h abits of 
women,” say s a recent writer. 
In th e 
last month but one of th e y ear 1029 
(during th e reign of Ch arles I.) a com­ 
p any of French p lay ers h ad striv en to 
establish th emselv es 
in Black friars, 
wh en actresses were seen for th e first 
time in England. According to Prv nne’s 
Histrio mastix (1633): 
“Borne French 
women, or monsters rath er, attemp ted 
to act a French p lay at th e p lay h ouse in 
Blaekfriars, an imp udent, sh ameful un- 
womanish , graceless attem p t.” 
Th e result of th eir undertaking was 
quaintly told by one Th omas Braude, 
in an interesting letter bearing date of 
Nov ember 8 , 1629 , and sup p osedly ad­ 
dressed to Laud, Arch bish op of Canter­ 
bury . 
“Furth erm ore, 
y ou 
sh ould 
know,” h e writes, “th at last day e cer- 
taine v agrant French p lay ers, wdio h ad 
been ex p elled from th eir owne coun­ 
trey , and wh ose women did attemp t, 
th ereby giv ing great offense to all v ir­ 
tuous and well-disp osed p ersons in th is 
town, to act a certain lasciv ious and un­ 
ch aste comedy e in th e French tongC at 
th e Black fry ers. 
Glrx l I am to say e, 


th ey were h issed, h ooted, and p ip p in 
p elted from th e stage, so th at I do not 
th inke th ey will soone be ready to try 
th e same* again,” 
In th is surmise 
Th omas Braude was incorrect, inas­ 
much as th e same wicked comp any 
sough t on two subsequent occasions to 
gain a h earing, and met w ith recep tions 
similar to th at wh ich greeted th em in 
th eir first ap p earance.

T H E V E T O P O W E R . 


Its Sp a ring Vte in the E a rly Da y§ o f the 
Rep ub lic. 
Until th e day s of Andrew Joh nson no 
v eto of ft President was ev er ov erruled, 
and th e Presidents in early day s w ere 
v ery careful about v etoing bills p assed 
by Congress. 
Up to th e day s of Joh n 
Ty ler th ere h ad been only twenty 
v etoes, alth ough 6,000 legislativ e acts 
h ad been p assed during th at time. 
Of 
th ese twenty , eigh t w ere bills of little im­ 
p ortance, and th ey did not cause re­ 
mark. 
Th e remaining v etoes related 
ch iefly to th e Bank of th e United 
States, th e question of internal imp rov e­ 
ments, and th e distribution of p ublic 
lands among th e States. 
Gen. W ash ­ 
ington made tw'O v etoes, and one of 
th ese was th e bill reducing th e army of 
th e United States in 1707. 
Th is waa 
v ery unp op ular, and it was almost ov er­ 
ruled by Congress. 
Madison v etoed a 
bank bill once, and also one p rov iding 
for internal imp rov ements. 
Jackson 
v etoed nine bills, Ty ler six , Polk twro. 
Pierce used th e v eto nine times, and 
Buch anan v etoed th o h omestead bill 
wh ich reduced th e p rice of th e p ublic 
lauds to 25 cents an acre. 
President Lincoln did not v eto bills 
wh ich h e did not like as a general th ing. 
He would send back th e bills with th e 
objections h e h ad to th em, ap p rov ing of 
th e bill in general p erh ap s, and Con­ 
gress 
would 
obv iate 
th ese 
objec­ 
tions 
by 
sup p lem entary legislation* 
Andrew Joh nson’s administration was a 
continuous succession of v etoes, and 
Congress almost continuously p assed 
th e bills ov er Joh nson’s h ead by a tw o- 
th irds v ote. 
I t was during h is admin­ 
istration th at th e first v eto was ov er­ 
ridden by Congress, and since th en 
v etoes h av e generally h eld good. 
Th e p ocket v eto is used by th e Presi­ 
dent at th e close of th e term of Con­ 
gress. 
It affects only bills w h ich como 
to th e President toward th e close of 
th e session. 
He h as th o righ t to retain 
bills ten day s before sending th em back 
to Congress, and if th e bills are giv en 
to h im during th e last week of th e Con­ 
gressional session, h e h as only 
to- 
retain th em and th ey are a nulitv , even» 
th ough nine-tenth s of th e Congress 
sh ould wish to p ass th em ov er h is v eto. 
Joh nson h ad not much ch ance to use 
h is p ocket v eto, because Congress saw 
th at th e bills w'oro gotten in long 
enough before th e close of th e session. 
Still, on March 3, 18 69 , h e used it in 
regard to th ree bills. 
But th ese w’ere 
p assed as soon as Congress met again, 
and were immediately signed by Presi­ 
dent Grant. 
President G rant used th e v eto up on 
th e bill to increase th e amount of 
greenbacks to $400,000,000 and up on 
th e bill to rep eal th e increase of th e 
President’s salary to $50,000. 
Presi­ 
dent Hay es h ad a number of v etoes, 
and President A rth ur v etoed a bill to 
restrict Ch inese im migration; also a 
riv er and h arbor bill of about $20,000,- 
000 and tlie Fitz Joh n P orter bill. 
Four of th e States—Delaware, North 
Carolina, Oh io, and Rh ode Island—h av e 
nev er giv en th eir Gov ernor th e v eto 
p ower. 
In most of th e oth er States 
v etoes 
more 
or 
less 
limited 
are 
allowed. ___________________

Th is, of course, was only a sum ­ 
mary of th e rumors of th e nigh t, as th e 
jury h ad not at th at time reported. 
Th e 
iesult, 
h owev er, 
was th at th e criminal 
court was l« esiegtMi by a v ast th rong of j>eo- 
pic, wh o desired to h ear th e v erdict read, 
and th ere were demands for adm ittance as 
early 
as 7 a. 
m., th e most persistent of 
wh ich was made by a woman. 
Th e bulk 
of th e crowd h ad to be content witn stand­ 
ing room in th e street, and to receiv e nows 
of th e progress of th e case from tlio lips of 
th e police officers. 
Th ose inside cast curious and sym pa­ 
th etic glances a t a knot of spectators in 
one of th e gaileriea 
Th is was composed of 
th ose most interested in th e fate of th e de­ 
fendants, th e moth er of Spies and th e wiv os, 
sisters and sweeth earts of th e oth ers. 
W ith 
strained eyes and set faces th ey watch ed 
ne rv 
mov ement and listened to ev ory 
word said in court, and wh en th e v erdict 
was read th ere was a scene among th em 
th at sent ev ery person present h ome with a

Th ere was breath less attention wh en th e 
v erdict, wh ich condemns sev en of th e An 
urch ists to h ang and giv es th e eigh th fifteen 
years in th o penitentiary, was announced.

Spies and Fish er looked pale but 
retained th air strength 
Sch wab tottered

been confident of acq uittal. 
'Wh ile seated

they agreed on was to keep their 
work in th e jury room, ex opt as regarded 
general information, a profound f^cret, for 
reasons which they refused to divulge, but 
wh ich they considered competent 
A thor­ 
ough discussion of the contested points in 
the testimony was gone into, as w*ell as all 
th e ph ases of the case which the jury had 
become acquainted with during their long 
siege. 
There were some differences at first, 
fmt in the main the jurors were agreed upon 
th e disposition of the prisoners. 
W hat 
their differences were they will not tell. 
Th ey then proceeded to ballot on each of 
the prisoners separately. 
The result of the 
first ballot, or any of them, or bow many it 
took before the verdict was reached, is a 
matter on wh ich they will not give informa­ 
tion. 
They concluded their woi k and had 
their verdict read a t 7:30 Thursday even­ 
ing, 
before they left the jury room for 
supper.

of policy on the pa rt of tho administration 
with respect to bond calls, he replied: 
“Mo, it is not a « hang e of policy . 
The 
receipts are unusually larg e just at this 
time. 
Silver is being absorbed 
by the peo­ 
ple pretty well, a nd the conditions g eneral­ 
ly quite favorable for such a call at this 
time. 
The call does not affect the money 
market enoug h to make the tig ht market a 
motive, as the bonds are mostly held by the 
national banks, but what little effect it has 
li hopeful, and*the public may a» well g et 
the benefit of i t ” 
To a sug g estion that itlookol like 
follow­ 
ing out the Morrison resolution, 
tho secre­ 
tary said, with a smile, tha t it went fa r 
beyon l that. 
He denied tha t the calls were 
made for jiolitieal 
effect 
The reason 
Sec 
rotary Manning ha d not made such calls 
wa s tha t the conditions 
were not fa vora ble. 
The thing had been overdone when he 
as­ 
sumed control 
of tho depa rtment, and Mr. 
McCullough wa s in doubt a bout the result 
when he went out .Secreta ry Ma nning had 
to wait until tho conditions of the trea sury 
would 
wa rra nt a further reduction of the 
debt 
To ha ve gone on ca lling bonds with 
the trea sury in the condition it wa s, might 
have reduced the money to the single silver 
sta nda rd. 
It wa s not sa fe to ca ll more 
bonds a t tha t time, If the two meta ls, gold 
a nd silver, were to be kept on a n equa lity. 
Tho substa nce, he sa id, of the situa tion is 
just this: 
The government ha s gold, silver, 
a nd pa per money, the fra ctiona l currency 
a nd silver certifica tes. 
In pa ying out it 
must a llow the pa yee the option to select 
which he prefers. 
Whichever he wa nts— 
g old, silver or pa per—he ca n ha ve. 
The 
ouo is a s good a s the other, a nd he will ta ke 
tha t which is most convenient for his use. 
But if a sca rcity of one of these moneys 
precludes this selection—if the government 
ba nds out silver, for insta nce, a nd sa ys, 
“ There, you must ta ke this, it is the only 
money I ha ve,” the condition is cha nged. 
For instance, sa y the government pa ys a 
ma n in this wa y $lU'),OOd in silver.

uo use for more tha n $50,00U 
He ca n not 
us * more tha n tha t in his business or dis­ 
tribute it a mong the people.

other $'0,00:i on his ha nds. 
He mustdoono 
of two thing s witu it—buy property or put 
it on the ma rket. 
If he buys property, the 
man he buys of does not wa nt the silver 
any more tha n ho does.

In the centra l pa rt of the city only 
tho lower floors of buildings were inva ded 
by the wa ter. 
Mercha nts sa ved their goods 
from da ma ge by removing them to upper 
floors, a ud thus prevented grea t loss.

All this, which passed hurriedly through 
tny mind as I stood by the bedside of the 
unhappy Mr. Whalley and felt my burning 
indig aiion kindling against the wretches 
who had done the v ictim to death, must 
hav e occurred with equal swiftness to the 
conspirators—at least to Dr. Beautnont. 
At such a crisis as this was, the minds of 
■uch men as he mov e swiftly . 
He saw, 
when he had recov ered from the first shock 
of the surprise, that the blunt, bull-hea^ded 
rage of Ferrers must be restrained. 
The 
possibility that I had not detected the trne 
cause of death; but if I had, the other 
poasibility that I might be bribed to silence; 
and, in either ev ent, the absolute necessity 
of keeping me in the house until time could 
he gained in which to determine what course 
to take with me—these were the thoughts 
that must hav e rev olv ed in his mind befoie 
he iuterposed between Clay ton Ferrers and 
my self. There was then, of course, no op­ 
portunity for talk, for ev en a whisper be­ 
tween them, by which an understanding 
might be reached; but between such men, 
engaged in the accomplishment of the name 
bed ob ect, and familiar with each other’s 
wav s, sign« and looks might conv ey a v ol­ 
ume of intelligence. 
Their first necessary 
step wa' quickiy accomplished, as we hav e 
ee**n. 
I w as shut and locked in, a prisoner 
in the hands of my enemies, in the hands 
of men whose only safety was in keeping 
me locked away from the world, or in put­ 
ting me out of it. 
Ib is I knew; and upon 
looking back upon my conduct at this time, 
I c m see now that my ouly safety in that 
hour was to refuse to temporize one mo­ 
ment with these men; to instantly seek 
egress from the building, shooting dowa 
without hesitation any one who sought to 
detain me, not doubting that I could justify 
my conduct before a criminal court. 
This, 
I 
n a y, is what I should hav e done; and 
then the record of the neit ten day s would 
hav e been v ery different; I should hav e 
simply been in the just hands of the law, 
instead of the sinister hands of two pow­ 
erful and unscrupulous v illains. 
But who 
is wise at the right moment? I did not 
sufficiently appreciate the depth of t he des­ 
peration of these men; and I relied too 
much on the fact that I was armed, nev er 
thinking that I could be ov ercome by their 
craft and subtlety . 
With the dangerous intruder safely coop­ 
ed in this temporary prison, a hurried in­ 
terv iew of fiv e minutes between these men 
would he sufficient to map out a definite 
plan of operations. 
I must be seen and 
talked with; if it should appear that I per­ 
fectly understood the meaning of the death­ 
bed scene I had just witnessed, then I must 
be corrupted. 
Who could withstand the 
otter of a bribe of ten thousand dollars for 
eo slight a thing as was desired of me? 
Not a poor, friendless phy sician like me, 
certainly . 
Had I become interested in the 
schemes of Hugh Staples, whatev er they 
might be? 
Money , surely —enough of it! 
would win me awav from that interest. 
If not—then the bludgeon! 
My silence 
must be obtained, at any price. 
Hero will occur the natural query —why 
did they not at once finish the work which 
the as^assin-like blow commenced with 
me? 
How did it happen that I was per­ 
mitted to liv e, on any terms? 
Of all ihe things that I do not positiv ely 
know, which are connected with Ihis his­ 
tory , this is the question which has troubled 
tne the most. 
Yet my reflection upon it has 
suggested an answor which is perfectly 
satisfactory to me. 
That they hesitated to 
take my life out of any scruples of con­ 
science, is not to be thought of. 
They had 
no conscience! 
To keep the wealth which 
their plotting and their crime had won, 
they w ere perfectly prepared to commit an­ 
other crime; the only question worth while 
for them to consider, related to their own 
safety . 
This, I do not doubt, was the sole 
consideration that sav ed my life. 
They 
had the means to put me out of the way so 
far, to make my return to Berkeley so slow 
and so difficult, that all the time would be 
gained that they wanted. 
My sudden dis­ 
appearance could be accounted for; they 
could dev ise an ex planation that the peo­ 
ple of the v illage would believ e, since my 
absence confirmed it. Paula’s narrativ e has 
told of the hideous tale that was manu­ 
factured, and the credence which it ob­ 
tained. 
Here, then, was safety for the 
conspirators, so far as I was concerned; for 
a ¿ me, certainly . 
But on the other hand, 
mother crime, another assassination, was 
jo be dreaded, simply from the double risk 
of discov ery that it brought. 
That “ mur­ 
der will out" is a true say ing, ns well as a 
trite oue. 
Present safety could he gained; 
but with the lapse of weeks and months 
would come the insinuations of Staples, 
mid perhaps others; friends that I had, al­ 
though humble, might begin to doubt the 
tale; circumstances would be put together; 
suspicion om*o started would hav e free i 
course; v igorous search would be made for 
the body of the poor Doctor, and Staples 
Slight ev en succeed in obtaining an ex am­ 
ination of that of Edson Whalley . 
With 


two such murders uj on their hands, though 
for the time they might be utterly unsus­ 
pected. y et a constant menace of discov ery 
nnd ruin would hang abov e their beads. 
No; they did not dare to temptaiaooy ery 
and detection by taking my liie also. They 
could dispose of me where, for the pres­ 
ent, at least, I would not trouble them. 
For the present. 
How long would that 
be? 
I hav e reason to think that the plans 
of these men were entirely frustrated, and 
a » tattling change in their intentions was 
made necessary by tny sudden intrusion at 
Fairv iew. 
I p* to that time they had prob­ 
ably counted tipr n perfect safety in their 
infamous work, arising from the secrecy 
with which thev wore accomplishHg it. 
They had thought that, with their tumble 
secret confined to two breasts—at most, to 
three—and those the persons who were 
most interested in keeping it. ibty need not 
fear the senile chntter of Hugh Maples, 
nor the ta k of his household. 
People 
would laugh at them and their suspicions. 
If this was all « hat would threaten tnem, 
they need not fear to liv e on at Ber e'ey , 
their crime forev er hidden, But here comes 
upon the scene a new character; a y oung 
man of ability , learning, nnd audacity ; and 
instantly their secret is surprised: 
l ’ut 
him where be can do no mischief for the 
prment; and what then? Weeks may elapse 
before he can return; perhaps mouihs; but 
the stubbornness that ho has already sh< wu 
in resisting bribe« nnd insisting upon going 
forth to blazon the accusation to the world 
and to the officers of justice is com in ing 
that he is in some way deeply interested in 
this matter, and that, ev en ibrough pov erty , 
sickness, nud distress, he would, sooner or 
later, make his way back to Berkeley , to 
their undoing. 
Besides- and heie was a 
thought that must hav e made their guilty 
souls tremble!—if this mau, whom neither 
of them had ev er so much as dreamed of 
hav ing the 
slightest interest in Edsou 
Whallev or his attairs, could thus, like a 
holt from a cloudless sky , diminish the 
foundation of their carefully built security , 
w ho could say what other* might not also 
he inv olv ed in the schemes and undertak­ 
ings of Hugh » Staples? 
How many more 
had this cunning old man enlisted in the 
discov ery of what was go ng on within the 
walls of Fairv iew? 
How many more, and 
who, had he associated with himself to fer­ 
ret out the truth? 
The certainty which appeared to these 
men, pn the morning of the ninth of Sep­ 
tember, of enjoy ing their ill-gotten wealth 
in Berkeley , on the night of that day was 
dashed to the earth. 
The horror of detec­ 
tion aud ex j>osure, if not of remorse, was 
already upon them; and to such men as 
these *1 believ e that the Nemesis of dis­ 
cov ery is as tormenting as the thorns of re­ 
morse with other men. 
The dev elopments 
that are y et to be made, and of which I 
hav e y et to write, conv ince me that, in the 
conference that occurred ov er my senseless 
body , flight was the stem necessity that the 
conspirators at once agreed upon. 
Not in­ 
stant flight; the emergency was not y et 
pressing— would not be for weeks, at leust, 
if their plans as to my disposal were shrewd­ 
ly earned out.

On the morning of that clay Capt. Tit­ 
le» w* entered the cell in company with a 
blacksmith and his assistant. The latter 
had in his hands some heav y iron shack- 
els, which he rattled as he came acrosa 
the floor. 
Dav is was ly ing on the bed 
with his food on the tin plate beside 
him y et untouched. 
As these men en­ 
tered he raised himself 
and 
« aid, 
“ Well ? ” interrogativ ely . 
Capt. Titlow replied: “ I hav e an un­ 
pleasant duty to perform, sir,” and at 
this moment the senior blacksmith took 
up tbe shackels. 
Dav is leaped instantly to Ids feet and 
his countenance grew liv id and rigid. 
He gasped for breath and clutched his 
throat with his right hand. 
He then 
drew himself up slowly , and his figure 
seemed to swell with indignation and 
then to shrink with terror as he glanced 
from the Captain’s face to the shackels 
and 
said 
slowly and with laboring 
chest: 
“ My God!

bailed out on $100,000 bail, and Horace 
Greelev was one of his bondsmen.

Michelson indicated the v elocity of 
lig ht to be 299,8 5 3 kilometers per 
second. 
The Washing ton ex periments 
of Prof. Newcomb, using only results 
supposed to be nearly free from con­ 
stant errors, g av e 299,8 6 0 kilometers 
per second, a difference of but 7 kilo­ 
meters, or about 4 | miles. 
These ex ­ 
periments are held by scientists all 
ov er the world to be of far superior 
precision to any others y et ex ecuted. 
No other ex periments g av e such satis­ 
factory results as those simultaneously 
carried on by Prof. Newcomb at Wash­ 
ing ton and by Prof. Michelson at the 
Case School in Clev eland. 
Prof. New­ 
comb’s finally concluded result is that 
lig ht trav els in v acua at the rate of 
299,8 6 0 kilometers, or 18 6 ,327 miles 
per second, with a possible error not 
ex ceeding 30 kilometers, or 19 miles.— 
Cleveland Flaindealer.

As the result of an ex perimental in­ 
quiry , Dr. Sandras, a phy sician of 
Paris, claims to be able to chang e the 
nature, intensity , pitch, and ex tent of 
the v oice in a surprising deg ree by the 
use of different inhalations. 
A few in­ 
spirations of alcoholic v apor impart a 
decided hoarseness, some v apors weak­ 
en the v oice, while others streng then 
it to such an ex tent that it acquires 
new notes, hig h and low. 
If the same 
effects are produced upon people g en­ 
erally , this curious discov ery must 
prov e of g reat practical v alue to public 
speakers, sing ers, and all those who 
use the v oice considerably .

The scarcity of whalebone, its hig h 
price, and a demand for an article in 
its stead, led Mr. E. K. Warren to in­ 
v ent “ Featherbono,” a substitute pre­ 
pared from the quills of g eese and 
turkey s. 
The factory is located at 
Three Oaks, Mich., and, in the short 
space of two y ears, the enterprise* has 
g rown to a larg e industry . 
As the dis­ 
cov ery broug ht to ex istence a new sub­ 
stance, it became necessary to inv ent 
machinery required in its manufacture. 
These operations hav e passed the stag e 
of ex perimental ex istence, and “ Feather- 
bone 
is now an article of commercial 
v alue. 
The quills of turkey s and g eese 
only are used. 
The first piocess strips 
the plumag e from the quills. 
A set of 
rev olv ing kniv es then div ides the quills 
in halv es. 
Rapidly rev olv ing sand-pa- 
per i oilers then remov e the pith. 
The 
quills are then passed to an ing eniously 
constructed sy stem of interlocking 
kniv es, .which reduces them to fiber. 
These fibers are then fed to a machine 
which twists them into a line cord 
wrapped with thread. 
Another ma­ 
chine wraps four of tliese cords with 
thread and forms them into a fiat tape. 
A sewing machine places a row of stitch­ 
es between each cord, which g iv es the 
tape increased streng th and adds to its 
elasticity , and the whole is then passed 
between two larg e rollers, which g iv es 
it a uniform thickness, and makes it 
ready for market. 
The article is said 
to be unbreakable, and, if bent double, 
will retain its streng th and elasticity . 
In dress-making it possesses the ad­ 
v antag e ov er whalebone of being lig ht­ 
er, cheaper, more durable, and needs no 
casing s, as it is sewed tc the g oods. It 
is superseding whalebone in the manu­ 
facturing of whips, and a larg e whip- 
factory is the outg rowth of Mr. War- 
plumag e of the 
leathers is used for making a v ery g ood

ren’s discov ery .

quality of mattresses, and the pith, be­ 
ing shox ra by analy sis to be rich in ni­ 
trog en, is used os a fertilizer.

300 jobbing houses handle their g oods,
